It's our sad duty to report that Lynn PitegofF KO4QH died early Tuesday morning, June 19, 
2001. Dozens of RARS members, friends and family attended a memorial service on 
Friday, June 22 at the Brown-Wynne funeral home on Millbrook Ave. Lynn, wife of Alan 
AB4OZ, was well known to most RARS members for more than a decade. 


‘As Education Director, she helped guide dozens 
of potential hams toward their coveted first Ama- 
teur Radio license, and coordinated Amateur Ra- 
dio presentations at schools and museums 
throughout the area. As a Volunteer Examiner, 
Lynn was there as her new hams-to-be took that 
dreaded first exam, and as the rest of us up- 
graded to the next level. And as “lead Crystal" 
she focused the energy of RARS' YLs and helped 
women find a place in our male-dominated hobby. 
The Crystal's dinner meetings have evolved into 
the RARS Dinner, held on the 4th Tuesday. And 
of course Lynn was a fixture at every hamfest for 
hundreds of miles around, making sure that Alan 
didn't bring back too much 
more than he sold. Out- 
side RARS, Lynn had ex- 
tra volunteer energy to help 
out at area museums and 
a reading service for the
